A BTRAITS JOURNALIST ON THE 
WORLD'S FAIR. 


Mr Arnot Reid, editor of tho Straits 
Times in the course of a letter to hia paper, 
giving an account of his recent visit to 
Chicago, saya :—Woll, turning to tho 
‘World’s Columbian Exposition’ it, un- 
doubtedly, like overything elso apportein- 
ing to Chicago, is geing to be the biggest 
thing of the kiad that Ge world has ever 
seen. I don’t want ts trouble you with 
the figures that have been piled upon mo 
in stacks, but, broadly spoaking, it ‘would 
bo correct to say that the area occnpied by 
the World’s Columbica Expusition, and 
the area of tho Eapoition suildings are 
more than double that of the greatest in- 
ternational exhibition that has preceded it. 
Tho estimated exbibi:ion receiptr, fronr all 
sources, aro taken a seven millions of 
pounds sterling. ‘I'hotite also ia, fer the 
pnrposs, the finest on which any interna- 
tional exhibition has latterly beon held. 
Save London only, there are few cities of 
the Auglo-Saton race, which, for such a 
purpose, ‘could give sugreat a apace of land 
within theie civic limit, London, of courao, 
if it were sulficiently fovlish to give up Hyde 
Park to an oxhibition, could give an even 
better site; for Hyde’ Park is in the very 
centre of London whereas the sito of tho 
World’s Fair involves at least-a forty min- 
utes journey from thy centre of Chicago, 
whether you go by steamer or by rail or 
by road. But once that forty minutes 
journey is achieved, the sito is absolutely 
admirable and completely beyond cavil. 
Nor do I think thas there 18 any city which 
could give the came tmosportation facilities 
that Chicago is arranging tu concentrate 
npon the task of taking ita visitors to and 
from the World’s Fair The site is a great 
park on the shore of lake Micbigan, which 
iss vast inland sea. From thelike, lagoons 
or canalé wind. thraigh the .Exposirion 
Grounds, and these cmals (which qill give 
eighty-five acres of waterway) have a prout 
beauty in so far that there always will be
